The report of the Evaluators of 
the School of Translators and Int- 
erpreters was submitted to the 
President over a month ago, but 
has only recently been released 

to the students. 

"We believe that the most log- 
ical recommendation/' stated the 
report, "based on purely admin- 
istrative and academic facts, wo- 
uld be to close down the School 
of Translators and Interpreters/ 
The Committee Justified this 
recommendation with a thorough 
analysis of the problem. Among 
the more Important considerations 

discussed wer* 
that In translation centres such 

as Ottawa and Toronto, employ- 
ment opportunities are tending 
to decrease at the present time; 

the lack of leadership within 
the School and the difficulty of 
establishing any In the near M- 
ure; 

and the high proportion ofstud- 
ents whose grounding in English

and/or French is Inadequate for 
the pursuit of translation studies." 
However, the report went on to 
say that other factors Including 
economic, political, and human 
are also Important in determining 
the future of the school* The eval- 
uators therefore listed several 
r^ommendaMons thai they con- 
sidered a minimum requirement 
for the continued existence of 

the School. 

The Evaluation Committee, con- 
sisting of Andre Clas (Unlverslt6 
de Montreal), Francis whyte (Un- 
iverstte du Quebec & Trols Riv- 
lferos), and Marion Robins (Fed- 
eral Translation Bureau) visited 
Laurentlan last December for a 
two day marathon of meetings with 
faculty, students, and the Pres- 
ident. 

Interestingly, the evaluators ar- 
rived at Laurentlan In the midst 
of a major, controversy within 
the School. Lambda had, that same 
week, published several rather 



lengthy letters from students up- 
set with aspects of the School. 
The report outlined the funda- 
mental problem as geographical. 
The Translation School Is far re- 
moved from the main centres of 
translation activities - Ottawa, 
Montreal and Quebec City. "This 
isolation creates problems of staff 
recruitment, of student enrolme- 
nt, of specific professional Input 
Into the program and serves to 
make more acute problems that 
are faced also by other trans- 
lation schools In Canada today." 

All courses, therefore, have to 
be given by full-time faculty mem- 
bers, unllkeothertranslationsch- 
ools, and the courses suffer from 
a !flck of a professional orienta- 
tion that the program should have, 

the report stated. 
The report recommended that a 
director be hired from outside 
the school, considering that no 
Individual faculty member poss- 




esses all of the <ju allocations of 
leadership abillty,academlc qual- 
ifications, and satisfactory teach- 
ing and professional experience, 
that the evaluators feel are nec- 
essary. 
The report further recommended 

that "a Joint curriculum commit- 
tee be established to control the 
content and orientation of cour- 
ses within the translation prog- 
ram given by other departments." 
The Joint committee would ensure, 
In the eyes of the evaluators, that 
input from both sides was made 
and it might also avoid the per- 
sonal nature of the Mil son be- 
tween the school and the depart- 
ments Involved. 

The evaluators recommended th- 
at the School Council be expanded 
to include one full-time faculty 
member from each of the three 
departments Involved In the pro- 
gram - English, Fran9als, and 
Modern Languages. The dean or 
his representative should also 
continue as an ex-offlclo non-vot- 
ing member of the council, and 
should, during the present crit- 
ical period, be pr*sant at the 

meetings. 

The evaluators slapped the wr- 
ists of some of the professors, 
noted for their Inability to co- 
operate when they stated "that 
all staff members be formally 
advised that the whole foture of 
the School depends on their will- 
ingness to work together towards 
the common goal of the School, 



and that the continuation of the 
prosent situation will inevitably 
lead to the self destruction of the 

School." 

They recommended that a com- 
mon goal of the school be arri- 
ved upon, and that each professor 
define his orientation within the 
general curriculum framework. 
"The present dispersion of effort 
is a major factor in the Ineffi- 
ciency of the programme/' 

A major recommendation of the 
report was that the School change* 
its name to the School of Trans- 
lation, and Inform students that 
training as an interpreter will 
have to be taken elsewhere. 

The report suggested that stu- 
dent enrolment be stabilized at 
200, and that the percentage of 
Francophone students be Increas- 
ed. 
Regarding course content, the 

report recommended that the em- 
phasis of the first year should be 
directed towards strengthening 
and improving the student's know- 
ledge of English and French. At 
the end of their first year, stu- 
dents should be required to pass 
a qualifying language test in both 
languages before proceeding to the 
three year profasslonally-orient- 
ed course of study 

Of particular Interest to Tran 
students Is the recommendation 
that 3rd Lancu&se courses be lim- 
ited to a mndmum of twelve 
credits (Z courses)*. -

In a 34% turnout of the voters, 
Richard Hoffman handily beat his 

nearest opponent to become the 
new President of the Students' Gen- 
eral Association. 
Hoffman's 225 votes wen* 77 
higher, than J. Paul Duval's 149. 
Laraine Pllchlk polled 117 votes, 
and J. Davis came a distant fourth 

with 75 votes. 

593 votes were cast out of a to- 
tal SGA membership of 1737 stu- 
dents. The turnout was higher than 
last year's pitiful 28% toil lower 
than the previous two years which 
wore 35% and 51% respectively. 

In the Vice Presidential race, 
Philip Popovich handily defeated 
his only opponent, Haran Mahablr- 
slngh by 51 votes. Popovlch got

tuition fee) and Vice President, $595,00. 

Only on salaries, the AEF lias S10.3to.00 less 
expenses. The SGA will pet atxmt $B t 10O.OO 
mure revenue with the increase of their fees. 
It will not even account for the savings the AKF 
makes in some " wind nlst ration costs". 

Another coinmnt that Is rattier arrogant, If not 
of a racist nature, is your proposal to look upon 
AEF members as "part and parcel to the general 
public" by a member of the AEF . Laurentian Is 
a bllliiRual Institution (v). French and English 
students havo equal rights and neither group can 
be sQQtx as "parcel" by the other.

The International Criminal Police 
Organisation, known as Interpol, 
has hosted many conferences in its 
50 year history. 

None, however, have had the 
impact of one hosted in their offices 
on January 20. Wi. On that da>\ 
sixteen officials, several of them 
chiefs ot police gathered 
comfortably in Interpol's 
headquarters in Wonnsce. a well-to- 
do suburb of Ik'rlin. Nazi Germany. 
They met to discuss a new type of 
criminal: Jews. And their topic of 
discussion was how to implement 
•The Final Solution". 

On the urging of Mimmler. the 
&roup had been called together by SS 
general Itcinhard Hcydrich. Brandy 
was served its plans for "the 
holocaust " were laid out, Adolph 
Kichmann was there, soon to 
assume responsibility for the task ~ 
and unaware he would one day be 
hanged in Israel as a result, 

A mere four hours later, the 
meeting ended with a luncheon, and 
16 Nails left Interpol's warm offices 
and trudged into the German cold, 
the fate of 6 million Jews decided. 

THE KINGDOM 

Today, from the top of their seven- 
storey building in Saint Cloud* Paris, 
the officials of Interpol can look 
casually across the gleaming Seine 
River and beyond. Wnnnsee Is 
behind them, forgotten by many, 
unknown to some. 

Over the years, the network has 
grown. Now it has "National Central 
Bureaus*' tNCB's) located in IM 
member nations, Interpol sits 
immune, not under the control of 
any government, or even the United 
Nations. It has quietly gained a 
measure of acceptance and power 
few have realized and, until 
recently, none have questioned, 

Founded in 1M3, Interpol has 
worked hard to establish Its 
"credentials" as a bona fide 
international organization. Its 
literature often cites its 
"comulunr status with the United 
Nations, and it often repeats, in 
official histories and handouts, Its 
stated purpose which is to assist in 
the capture of criminals who have 
escaped beyond the jurisdictional 
reach of member countries. To this 
end, it energetically gathers data on 
millions of people, but as a private 
organization operating under a 
quasi -govern mental umbrella which 
U has skilfully erected, there are no 
regulations as to the use or abece of 
these files. 
And abuses there are. 



I'OLICK POLITICS 

The .structure of Interpol lends 
itself to being used and abused by 
oppressive state police and 
intelligence networks around the 
world. One such abuse, just four 
years after its alleged "rebirth" 
following World War 11. occurred in 
t<K0 when, as in VMZ, it was used to 
track down those whose onty crime 
was their desire to be free. 

As it is the duty of each Interpol 
office to provide other offices "all 
possible assistance.* 1 it was a small 
matter for Czechoslovakia, then a 
member, to utilize the Interpol 
network tci track down refugees 
fleeing thai country. After all, in 
Czechoslovakia, leaving the country 

was a crime* 

Since 1946, however, there has 
been one type of criminal that 
Interpol has steadfastly refused to 
hunt; the Nazi war criminal. 

Citing their "charter", which 
prohibits action in areas that arc 
-predominantly political, racial or 
religious" Interpol has refused all 
requests for assistance in such 
areas. The murder of 6 million Jews 
was considered M political, racial 
or religious". 

In 19(51, with Eichmann's trial in 
full swing, Interpol once again 
turned a deaf ear to the demands of 
justice. The World Jewish Congress, 
meeting in Geneva, issued a report 
charging that "Interpol's negative 
attitude had hampered efforts to 
bring accused Nazis to trial. Such 
refusal has, the W J.C. stated, given 
"an unexpected sense of safety" to 
the wanted killers. 



INFILTRATION 

Nazi infiltration of law 
enforcement agencies is a well* 

known fact. 

As the Nazi empire began to 
crumble, a great deal of attention 
was placed by Nazi leaders on Nazi 
escape routes, and this meant 
getting police cooperation. 

SS Major Otto Skorzeny, who was 
Hitler's head of commandos in Italy 
— and who later directed the SS 
escape routes — recognised the Nazi 
post-war need for police assistance 
on an international level, and noted 
that the movement of men through 
these SS escape routes had only one 
threat. Even today, Skorzeny 
regularly shuttles from Cairo to 
Madrid to South America, and he is 
quoted by William Stevenson in The 
Bormann Brotherhood as saying, "A 
jd is a scaled container flung across 
oceans, perhaps the most efficient 
method yet devised for moving men 



and objects in legitimate secrecy. 
The weakness in the system is only 
at exit and entry points. Therefore 
we need to have our I Nazi) 
comrades develop close and friendly 
relations with immigration and 
customs police in each locality," 

In West Germany, 297 identified 
Nazis hold police and security 

positions. 
When Portugal's government was 

overthrown lost April it come to 

light that one Col. Fernando C. da 

Silva Pais, the head of Portugal's 

terrorist political police, had been 

trained by the Nnzis. Pais, for many 

years, was also the head of Inler|H>] 

in Portugal. 

KOIIGOTTBN PAST 

In any examination of Interpol's 
role In ihe world of crime today. Us 
past has to be examined, for the 
controversial nature of many of 
Interpol's current activities relate to 
the personalities Involved, and 
actions taken by its leadership. 

Its role in Nazi history is usually 
omitted from official Interpol 
histories which leap in time from 
193B-1946. Some scholars and 
writers, however, have token a new 
interest in Interpol, Us history and 
the presence of Nazis in low 
enforcement and the effect that 

might have on Interpol's present 

behaviour. 

One Interpol official recently 
claimed that "One look at the past 
and we can have confidence in 
Interpol's future." if the past 
includes Wnnnscc U&42), 
Czechoslovokla < 19W», and Portugal 
119741 "confidence 1 -* is an eerie 
prospect indeed.

Artur Ncbe, head of the 

Nazi Kriminalpolizei (KRIPU), was 

to head it up. Dr. Carlos Zindel, lalcr 

to play in important role In 

Interpol's post-war formation, was 

appointed as "special counsellor" to 

Itainhnrd Hcydrich, head of Gestapo 

and president of Interpol, The note 

announced that "under its new 

German leadership (Interpol) would

As the Nazi machinery moved into 
high gear, ihe "Jewish problem" 
required "solution". To that effect, 
Hcydrich called the meeting of top 
Nazi officials on Jan. 20, UH2, in 
Interpol's new offices. The "final 
solution" was presented during the 
meeting lasting 4 hours, The lunch 
was served - drinks were taken — 
cigars were smoked. 

Given ihe number of Jews, 
Gypsies and other deemed 
"criminal", the matter fell heavily 
upon KU1PO and other police 
agencies to handle the round-up and 
deportation of 6 million to the 

camps. 

While the programme went Into 
effect, Heydrlch ordered a new 
publication on 'The International 
Criminal Police Commission and 
Us Work" to be printed. Oscar 
Dressier, Interpol's Secretary* 
General since 1924, consented and 
worked with Hcydrich on the book. 

After Hcydrich's assassination in 
,W2. Ernst Kallcnbrunner look over 
and completed the task.

Four days later. Tom Clark, Ui> 
Attorney General, evidently acting 
on Telford's report, recommended 
to the Secretary of Stale that the US 
not attend the Brussels conference, 
"The majority of the European 
Police Departments have not yet 
been sufficiently re-established, 
Clark said, adding that "this 
conference has been made upon a 
rather arbitrary basis."

U,S. PAKTICl PATIOS 

This, was not Hoover's first 
sojourn with Interpol. As early as 
l<m he had been following the 
organisation with direct 
communications to the 

organisation's officials, Oscar 
Dressier in particular. Dressier, the 
Secretary General of Interpol from 
lt>2<M945i was to collaborate later 
with Ueydrich and complete the 
Salification of Interpol. 

For the Htt7 convention in l>mdon, 
ihe Assistant Director of the FBI, 
W.H. Drone Lester, attended on J. 
Edgar Hoover's behalf. Noting some 
"animosity" between some 
European delegations. Lester later 
reported that -Within the next 
decade, it is very probable that the 
organisation will play an 
increasingly important part in the 
detection and apprehension of 
criminals in Europe ... " Lester 
hardly suspected that $ years later, 
on Jan. 20, IMS, the "final solution" 
conference would be held at Interpol 
offices in Wannsee, Germany by 

Nati officials. 

U.S. participation in Interpol wos 
heavily' pushed by European 
officials. Lester reported to Hoover 
that they were •'desirous of having 
the United States become a member 
regardless of any amount (of dues) 
contributed." Interpol officials 
indicated that should the US Join, 
"the Commission would be willing lo 
accept any reasonable amount 

annually." 
Lester recommended thai the Vb 

A few months later, the bill to join 
Interpol was submitted by the 
Attorney General, Homer 
Gumming*. Interpol's ••activities do 
not in any manner affect diplomatic 
relations or political matters, 
Cummings wrote, "but are 
restricted solely to the exchange of 
information relative to technical and 
scientific methods of crime 
detection and to the exchange of 
fingerprints and other data 
concerning international 

criminals." 
By May 24th, 1938, the Congress 

voted to join Interpol. 

One year later, Interpol way Nazi 
dominated and figured In Ueydrich s 
plans for Europe. 

T*us both in the pre- and post-war 
periods, Hoover's prestigious name 
was sought and -gained by tnterpol 
official!. Both times it was done by

In IWG, Florenl Louwage brought 
the shattered pieces together once 
again. becoming Interpol s 
president for years to follow. 
According to Harry Soderman, the 
other moving force in Interpol's 
rebirth, "He was the only prominent 
member of the old Commission who 
had come untainted out of the 
ordeal, and he was now tin IWi 
head of the Belgian political police.

Thus Interpol's rebirth in liwe, 
with J. Edgar Hoover as its vice- 
president for 4 years, was instigated 
by two men who worked with the 
Nazis as late as HM4, according to 
their own documents. 



SS 337ZSS 

Almost three decades later, some 
members of Hitler's SS, fearing 
prosecution, are still at large. 
Others returned slowly and quietly 
to powerful positions once held by 
their Nazi bosses. 

Thus in 1%8, on a warm summer 
day in Tehran, Persia. SS 337259, 
born Paul Dickopf in 1910. assumed 
a position first held by his senior in 
the SS, Keinhard Ueydrich. ** 
337259 was elected President of 

Interpol. 

Hundreds of law enforcement 
officers from around the world, 
including British top police officials, 
enthusiastically opplauded as the 
former SS officer graciously smiled 

lo the assembly. 

Completely bankrupt in WG, 
twenty-five years later Interpol 
ownsanew7-storey building, a large 

radio station, additional buildings 
and land with o few million Swiss 
francs locked away for good 
measure.

Dylan is himself, fitter all, iho most In- 
fluential flguro In American pop music 
(and thus pop culture) since 1960. His 
garbage was analyzed years before 
Henry Kissinger's, Every syllable or so- 
lecism of his life is subloct to fearful 
scrutiny. Dylan, now 34 and as scruffy, 
wiry and taut as over, looks back and 
sees It all as only a colossal accident. 
"It was never my Intention to bocomo a 
big star. It happened, and there was 
nothing I could do about It. I tried to 
got rid ot that burden for a long time. I 
eat and steep and, you know, have the 
same problems anybody else does, 
and yet people look at mo funny." 

One of the best things about Bob 
Dylan's entrance onto tho scone was 
his up-lront imitation of Woody Guthrie. 
Dylan was like a walking, talking 
polemic against tho Myth ol Croativity 
—iho idea that copying is tho opposite 
of originality. Actually. Dylan soon 
domonsiratcd. you start by copying 
and if you have something new to say, 
it comes out, And In your own dis- 
siinctive voice, at thai. 

-I write fast/' he continues, "Tho in- 
spiration doesn't last. Writing a song. It 
can drive you crazy. My head Is so 
crammed full ol things I tend to lose 
a lot ot what I think are my best 
songs, and I don't carry around a tope 
recorder.

(ace. Don't forgot whon I started sing- 
ln\marljuana was known only In certain 
circles— actors, musicians, dancers, 
pools, architects, people who were 
aware of what it could do for you. You 
novor wont down to make a phono coll 
at a phono booth and had some cop 
hond you a )olnt. But now It's almost 
legal. The consciousness ot the whole 
country has changed In o very short 

"Traveling is in my blood," said Dylan, 
as ho rehearsed for his latest tour. 
-There Is a lot of gypsy In mo. What 
I'm trying to do is set my standards, get 
that organized now. There is a voice in- 
side us all that talks only to us. We 
havo to be able to hear that voico. I'm 
through listening to other people tell 
mo how to live my life." Old Bob Dylan, 
of all Americans, foot himself mort- 
gaged to others? "I'm just doing now 
what I fool Is right for mo," ho 
concludes. "For my own self;'
